wsley County has a new county clerk. 
Former Deputy Clerk Shanna Oliver took 
over the position Monday replacing Sid 
Gabbard, who held the position for over 
27 years. 

Gabbard had to resign from the job after 
pleading guilty earlier this year to three 
counts of abuse of public trust and three 
counts of willfully filing or making false tax 
returns, and/or failure to pay tax. 

Gabbard had entered an Alford Plea, 
which means that he did not admit his guilt, 
but believed the evidence would convict 
him. 

Conditions of the plea deal included 


his resignation from office, payment of 
more than $61,000 in restitution and back 
taxes. 

State auditors over several years found 
multiple problems with Gabbard’s handling 
of finances in his office, and often referred 
the issues to law enforcement. 

Officers from the Kentucky Attorney 
General’s Office arrested him in January, 
and lodged him in the Franklin County 
Regional Jail. He was released on $20,000 
bond. 

The plea arrangement was reached in 
April. He was sentenced in Franklin Circuit 
Court last Friday.

eattyville, Lee County and the Three 
Forks area lost a long-time physician and 
community leader Saturday, when Dr. John 
M. Smith, Jr., died. 

He first practiced medicine in Beattyville 
in 1951, and left temporarily, but returned 
in 1974. 

Local residents remember him for his ability 
and his care. 

“He was compassionate,” said Hazel Da¬ 
vidson, who once operated the Puiple Cow 
Restaurant. “He helped my youngest son 
when he had asthma. I was so sorry to hear 
about his passing.” 

“I was saddened by the news of Dr. John 
Smith’s passing on Sunday,” said local insur¬ 
ance agent Marcia Thomas, “and I thought 
of all the many times my family had visited 
his office. 

“I remember taking Megan to him when 
she was a tiny baby, and I was scared to 
death - I was a brand new mother - she 
had a high fever and was coughing terribly. 
Needless to say, he fixed her right up, and 
she was much better the next day or two, 
and I thought to myself that he must be a 
‘Miracle Worker.’” 

Smith was the father of present Beattyville 
Mayor John S. Smith and William of Arling¬ 
ton VA, who serves as U. S. Rep. Harold 
Rogers chief assistant in Washington. His 
other children are Robert of Versailles, along 
with Sparkman, Daniel, Giletta and John A., 
all of Lexington. 

He leaves those children, along with his 
wife of 54 years, Patty; a brother, Luther 
of Beattyville; two sisters, Janet Moore of 
Scottsburg, IN and Joan Tilford of Falls of 
Rough, KY.

In II Timothy 2:15 Ampli¬

DROOPY EYELIDS 


One of the most common 
abnormalities accompany¬ 
ing advanced age is called 
“blepharochalasis,” or exces¬ 
sive upper eyelid skin. This 
condition is characterized by 
eyelid atrophy as well as loss 
of skin elasticity and youthful 
plumpness. It usually involves 
a fold of tissue from the upper 
eyelid hanging over the upper 
eyelid margin. If this overlap 
is experienced to a consider¬ 
able degree, a decrease in the 
visual field may result. There 
may also be a degree of ocu¬ 
lar irritation as the lashes are 
thmst into the cornea. Wheth¬ 
er the problem is cosmetically 
unacceptable or involves ir¬ 
ritation or visual problems, 
it can be corrected simply by 
means of a procedure known 
as “blepharoplasty,” which 
calls for the excision of excess 
skin.
